But he is fummoged to arms, the voice of his 
country demands his exertions —Foreign domina- 
tion impeads, and anconditional fupmiffion is re- 
quired. Herathes to war, The tamalt of pafi- 
onfwells in the breafl of Arabella.—She otters 
the involuntary feream—the faints—and her couch 
teceives the periun of beauty, agouizea Sy the 
cus fidt of grief and love. 

He quits ner prefence, with perhaps equa! feel- 
ing. Bot fortitude fepported bis {pirits—~il's heart 
wae divided between loye and glory —Love exaéted 
his ighs and anguith, bot patriotifm in the breaft 
of the hero, fupercedes all other confiderations. 


Letters in fome degree alleviate their forrows, 
The fingers of Arabella renounced the needle for 
the pen. A matual friend, for fuch they thopght 
him, was fixed upon to promote their epiftolary 
correfpondence. But this friend was bafe and in- 
lidious. He wore the mafk which treachery af- 
‘umes, at the inftigation of envy jealoufy and a- 
varice. He had conceived a paffion onwarranted 
by honor, for Arabelia. He regaried Altamont 
sith the eyes of an unworthy rival. The expec- 
tation of poffeiiing her and her property had exci- 
ted his attention towards her.

from the eyes of Altamont ; and that even ove of 
the meaneit of her fex now occupied his affection.

ed it, to feeure the girdle, at the other end of 
which fhe made a noofe, put it about her neck, 








‘and dropping herfelf off a chair, accomplithed 


her fatal purpofe. She hung with her back ro the 
door, and had hold of the key with one of her 
hands. She bit her tongue through, and had a 
bruife on her forehead, fuppofed to gave beeo oow 


cafioned by the breaking of a red girdle, on which 
fhe had tried the firft experiment, and which was 
afterwards found in her pocket with a noofe upon 
it. ‘The Coroner’s Inqueft being called, they re- 
turned their verdict mon compos mentis. On the 
day after fhe was decently buried in the Abbey 
church, by the fide of her brave old father, who 
happily did not live to weep over the misfortunes 
of his children. In her window were found writ- 
ten the following lines : 


O Death! thou pleafing end to human woe ! 
Thou cure for life! thou greateft good below ! 
Siill may’ ft thou fly the coward and the flave, 
And thy foft flumbers only bles the brave. 


Thes, by an aft of /e/f-murder, or of madntfs 
a young lady, in the 23d year of her age, in the 
fall poffeffion of her charms, fenfibility, and vir- 
tue, loft her life by an unhappy infatuation to a 
fathionabie vice.

N all beings their ftrength and power are in 

proportion to their ufe. Every’ annimal has 
the degree neceflary to b. ing up its young, and to 
teach them the duties of life. As brutes approach 
humanity in the order of beings, they become 
fuiceptayle of attention, confideration, and tho’t. 
‘The organization of their young being more com- 
plicated and exquilite, they require more time and 
care; ard they would be neglected or deftroyed, 
if the paffion ef the parents did not render the 
care a pleaiere. ‘This paflion is more permanent 
and lively ia men than in brates; becaufe they 
are more ¢xquifitely formed, and their attentions 
and cares are more numerous and intereiling. 

But it deferves particular attention, that the 
flrength, permanence, and ufe of this affeaion 
depends on the nature of the paflion by which the 
fexes are united. The bare idea of giviay. life to 
fo excelleat a being as man, is on many accounts 
flattering and sestn, Thecircumftances, par- 
ticularly in the mother, of having oourifhed it 
with her fubfance and borne it for a time, the ir- 
refiftible charms and innocence, and the powerful 
claims of helpleilnefs, operate on the moft torpid 
fenfibility, aed produce attention, care, and love. 

Io minds delicately formed, the general fenti- 
ment arifing from the fituation becomes a {trong 
und violent pation, independent and even in fpite 
of all confideratjons on the nature of the attach- 
ment between the father and mother: nay it feems 
to reflec merit and confequence on temporary irre- 
gulasities, and to palliate inexculeable and detef- 
table degradations. We fee men and women, not 
oaly loving with ardour, the offspring of connec. 
tions they do not approve, or cannot reficét on 
without fhame, hamiliation, and regret; but have 
a kind of refpe& and grateful affection to thofe 
who have been the means of fuch bleffings, what- 
ever their motives, and however contemptible or 
vicious their characters. 

I have been feverely annimadverted wpon for 
prefuming to charge the prefent times with bar- 
barifm. 1 fhould be glad to he direed in deno- 
minating the ennatural inattention and want of 
wife and manly regard in parents for their off- 
fpring. Men and women of fortune feem to be 
tae ooly unnatural brutes in the creation, ‘They 
alone produce their children without affe&ion ; 
and, when born, they alone defert, or leave them 
to the care of any who will take them from mer- 
cenary motives. ‘They carefully with-hold that 


food from their young, which all other animals 





delight in adminiftering; rifque their lives to a- 
void the tender offices of benevolent love, and 
prevent the poffibility of fanning the firft {parks of 
domeftic affection. And when they have thrown 
their children into the hands of nuries and {chool- 
matters; they betake themfelves with great facif- 
faction to cares and employments better {fuited to 
their capacities ; and beltow expence, attention, 
and trouble, of which they think their children 
unworthy, on inferior and offenfive animals ; 
who they render proper affociates for them- 
felves. Isit wonderful the children of fuch per- 
fons are not properly prepared for their ftations ? 
That any foolith cuftoms prevails in fchools? That 
we are taught as many languages as were given at 
Babel; and with the fame effect, of confuming 
and raining our intellects? And that a method of 
making a child healthy, honeft, virtuous, and in- 
telligent, would be incomprehenfible, or treated 
with ridicule? 

If thefe abfurdities and mifchiefs may be fairly 
charged on our general cufloms and manners, I 
think we cannot elcape the imputation of barbar- 
um.

ETTERS from Georgia reprefeat the peace 
L between the United Scates and the Creek 
Sndians to be upon a very precarious footing. ‘* It 
is apprehended the Spaniards have been but too 
fucce!sfal in fowing prejudices to the difadvantage 
of the United States, and it is even faid that Gen. 
M‘Gillivray has been inceffantly affailed from 
that, and perhaps another quarter, to break with 
us. Should the ftrength of the Creeks be joined 
to the general Indian league that feems to be form- 
ing againft us, from an apprehenfion that their 
country is in danger, the confequence may prove 
ferioully diftrefling to the whole frontier; and ut 
may be found, perhaps too late, that regular ar- 
mies are by no means calculated to reprels Indiag 
aggrcffors.”’ 





A Bofton paper fays, we are affured from very 
refpectable authority, that an enquiry will com- 
meance at the next fining of the General Court re- 
fpecting the legality of Braach Banks being 
ehablithed ia the difftrent ftates by the Natpnal 
Bank. 

By the lateft accounts from the weftward it ap- 
pears that the Indians dilcover a temper direétly 
the reverfe of pacific—That they have facrificed 
Col. Harden and Major Truman, appears to be 
tootrue. That they have iaceflantly commited 
depredations on the frontiers—that within the 
bounds of the State of Kentucky alone, between for- 
ty and fifty perfons have been killed or made pri- 
foners fince lait {pring ; and a party of 18 near 
Fort Jefferfon who were making hay, were lately 
attacked—one only efcaped—and four that were 
taken prifoners were burnt by the Shawanefe.

** Referring to my laft by Captain Stiles, I am 
now forry to inform you that, fiace his Fo ae 
the political ficuation of affairs in the ifland has 
undergone a moft unfortunate change. Gen. Blan- 


. chelande, it is fappofed, encouraged the negroes 


who were in a ftate of infurreétion; they confe- 
quently defcended from the mountains, and killed 
many of the inhabitants, and burnt many valua- 
ble eftares. The troops and the inhabitants im- 
mediately aflembled, to the number of 13 or 
1400, under the command of Gen. Blanchelande, 
and attacked them, but unfortunately were en- 
tirely defeated, with the lofs of 7 officers and a- 
bout 200 men killed, and a great number wound- 
ed. This unexpected defeat ebliged the planters 
to take refuge once more in town, and encourag- 
ed the negroes to revolt, to the number of about 
2000. They have fince burnt and deftroyed near 
one half of the plain, Finding themfelves entire- 
ly mafters of the country, they have now made 
propofitions of peace, which are, freedom to all 
who are in a ftate of infurrection, and Les Pla- 
toons (a delightful coffee country in the mountain) 
for themfelves. Whether or not thefe terms will 
be acceeded to, I cannot pretend to determinec— 
if not, Heaven knows what will be the confequence 
—fhould they be granted, the entire infurrection 
of the remaining negrees will inevitably follow. 
I therefore look upon every thing as certainly lott. 
lam forry the immediate departure of this veffel 
will not admit of my entering into particulars.”

A Faé&.—A few days fince, a lady, in the Sgth 
year of her age, was applied to by a relative, to 
know to what place the wifhed to be removed, on 
account of the fmall-pox; and was furprifed to 
hear her fay, to none ; as the intended now to be 
inoculated ; giving as a reafon for her determi- 
nation, that fhe had already been obliged to move 
three times on account of the infe€tion ; and if fhe 





did not take it now, that perhaps in fwenty or 
twenty-five years the fhould again be necciliaied to 
remove out of town. 

Bennington, Sept. 7—By a private letter from 
Canada, te a gentleman in this town, we learn, 
that lieutenant-governor Simcoe brought trom En- 
gland with bim all the civil officers of his new go- 
vernment of the Upper Province which he go. 
verns; alfo a new regiment called the Queen's 
Rangers, raifed for the fervice of that country, 
together with one battalion of the 60th, and the 
whole of the 24th regiments, amouating to wear- 
ly eighteen hundred regular troops: ‘The militia 
of both provinces are alo under the ftricte!t difcip- 
line. The letter further adds, that all the Todiin 
warriors of Lower Canada have aflembied, and 
are on their way to join the contederatioa (which 
is faid to be general apainit the United Srates ; 
they are to meet a grand councii which they fay 
are to aflembie at the Miami Villages. {r is 
thought in Quebec, that the Americans would 
fave much expence and blood-fhed by a timely 
peace, as there never was known fo general a 
league of thofe barbarians of the wildernefs. 

We hear from Cambridge in the State of New- 
York, that the wife of Mr. John Vandesvrook of 
that place, was fafely delivered, on the evening 
of the 27th ult. of three fons; to whom they 
have given the names of Indicot, Uederhill, and 
Turner, the three Veterans who firit freed che 
fitter State from favage barbarity.

SHIP NEWS. 

Captain Bently, of the floop Miranda, in 13 
days from St. Euftatia, to Philadciphia, in his pal- 
lage sorb of September, at 8, A. M. in lat 33. 
455 long. 72, 35, faw the wreck of a floop with 
her bow/fprit in her ftern, which was knocked out. 
She had quarter lights and yellow fides : both an- 
chors off the bows; cat ropes, cat heads and 
Windlafs bitts ftanding. Someof her fails were 
to be feen forward. 

By the floop Cezare, which is the laft account 
from Port-au-Prince, we learn, that the Mulattoes 
hed all come in under capitulation, but that the 
blacks will not yet fufferthe proprietors of eflates 
to take poffeffion of them, altho’ they eve agreed 
to furnith the whites with all the fuppiies they re- 
quire.
